Os " HAWAL | 
‘A parly of some 250° Russian emigrants lelt 
Kobe for Honolulu: by the ' Mongolia" on 
Saturday. and-'a similar pumber are to proceed 
by-the “Tenyo-maro” on the 12th instant.* On 
Sunday.a Japan Caronicie ropresentative visited

at the station, and a farther contingent was 


expected to arrive. by the "Kaga-mara” from |: 


Dusen on Munday morning, The emigrants 
were of the peasant class and ‘evidently 
very ‘poor. They included mes, women, 
and. chifdren; At swall number “of the 
men, wore ‘of goou'.physiquo and the 
children were sturdy ecoough but ‘the. wo: 
men appeared thio and wan, Most of’ tho 
emigrants looked as though they wore nol ac: 
cuslomed either to a square meal or the Iuxiry 
of unlimited water, ‘In the matter of the 
formdr they are apparently -being looked. 
afler well enough during the jouraey. Soon’ 
aller noon they lined. upin one of the sheds, and 
each received o huge bowl of shcki (Russian 
soup), which smelt:appetising eoough, It was 
QO very thick-concoction and contained’ an as- 
“sortment of meal And ‘vegetables, 1t was served 
outby a Russian cook, the brawniest jadivid 
al of the whale. bunch, from’ a boiler, Al 
bebaved in 0 very orderly -maaner-and appear: 
ed satisfied with the treatment accorded them, 
In. ona of the buildings Japanese doctors wore 
‘examining the cyos of three ‘or four of: the 
emigrants who had traces of trachoma. One 
mano has een at the statlon for some weeks, 
, declining to allow him to. leave 
for’ Hawaii uot the condition of his eyes im- 
proves, In the ‘courtyard surrounded by the 
sleeping quarters—men one side and women 
the ‘other—the mep, as they gathered round 
thei. conductor ‘to receive some instructions, 
presented'’a motley appearance, their headgear 
being specially remarkable for its variety, Not 
afew wore the tall Astrakhan’ busbies of the 
Cossacks, whilo others wore peaked caps, All 
‘—men, women, aod children—-wore ‘thick’ 
strong leg-boots, though the remainder of their 
clothing was in a dilapidated condition in some 
cases, ete So ; 
As will bave been oted from. our 
columas, questions have been raised regard-, 
ing tho condition of the: Russian settlers 
‘in Hawaii, According to the agents the 
emigrants ate. being taken’ to Hawail: at 
‘the instance of the American ‘Goveroment, 
and ate being paid gaod wages, provided with 
houses, their children educated tree of charge, 
and other advantages being conceded them. 
A letter received by, the Russian Consul at 
Yokohama some weeks ago from a number of 
the seitlers contained hilegations that they 
were being deceived and that their conditions 
wore not as had been promised, | This letter, 
it appears, was circulated by the Russian 
authorities in Manchuria and Siberla in the 
form of a proclamation waroing the people 
not to go to Hawaii, The effect of the 
‘proclamation, howaver, was quite different from 
what had been anticipated, as some hundreds 
of. persons had never heard of the islands until 
they enw the proclamation, When they be,

_ The Englishman of Calcutta, dated) the 3rd 
inst,, bas the following account of a fire, which 
should’ be ‘of interest to the mercantile aod 
shipping community of Uvngkongi--A serious 
fire broke out on board tho steamer Gregory 
Afcar, which is lying at Espinnade moorings, 
attabout 4.40 p.m,.on Mooday night, and had 
Itnot bean for the timely assistance roadered 
by gome members at the customs preventive 
tervice, might have rosulted in serious loss 
of life, It {s- reported that the vessel had 
arrived’ in port ‘only three days ago from the 
Straits Setilements, with a cargo of gunny, 
jute, and crusted food, aad had discharged that 
cargo and was loading @ similar cargo, The 
vessel, ot-the time of the occurrence, was about’ 
half londed, ond was timed to'leave port on 
Thursday, tho, 3rd inst,’ Loading’ operations 
were going.on'in No. 4 hold aud somo carpen- 
ters were busy at work, when at about 8,40 p.m., 
smoke was seen issuing {rom some gunny bags. 
The coolies who were in the hold at.the time 
as wellas the Chinese carpenters immediately. 
rushed on deck, . eee 
it GALLANT FIREMEN, , - : 
Some European customs preventive officers, 
whp were on board the steamer Lightning, 
which is lying Alpngride the Gregory Acar, 
immediately came on board nod descended the 
hold, and made desperate efforts to wench the 
fire, Messrs, Smith, Burke and Galdsmith | of 
the customs, aod Messrs. Christlan and Hewet- 
son of the licensed measuréts department 
carrying. buckots cf water into the hold, to stop 
the fire from spreading, ‘Finding their efforts 
vnsuccessfal they procured two hose pipes 
from the officers bf the Lightning, and com» 
menced “playing on the flames, Meanwhile

by. The firemen were compelied to climb over 
these boats, at great risk owlng ta the darkness

. ° CARGO-DAMAGED, “ 
The European who had firet gone to the- 
assistance of the crew, were now compelled 
‘to leave thé hold, owing ‘to heavy, clouds of 
smoke arising. therefrom, and came, on deck 
almost exbauated, The firemen. were by this 
time bord at work, owing to the-ioflammable 
nature of the cargo, they were unable to make 
much headway, and: so were content to flood 
the hold out, Messrs, Teggart and Walker, de- 
puty commissioners of police, arrived on the 
scene and superintended the. operations, The 
fire lasted for about four hours, The cause of 
the fire, as far.as could be gathered, ‘was tho 
accidental apsettiog of a kerosine oillamp by 
oneoithe Chinese carpenters. The following 
damage hae been ascertained:75 bales of 
gauoy at Rs, tha each Rs, 12,000 ;'200- bales of

If the: higher, provincial, authorities con- 
tinue their crusade against the poppy harvest, 
it becomes an urgent necessity, to find some 
substitute which will pfofitably replace the 
winter crops of south-west’ Yuonan, ‘Numer- 
ous plantations of mulberry (rées have beea 
made, and silkworms' ergs have heen sent from 
~Yuonanfu-to-the-district-cities-inthe-hope- 
sof stimulating ‘a Idcal. silk industry, Wheat, 
beans, peas, potators, hemp,“aod malzo have 
been sown ip various parts, but the season has 
proved unosually dry, and the wheat io most 
pacts has given poor return, There is at present 
acheapand abuddant food supplyin the districts, 
‘and the real need of the farmers is some crop, 
‘which.can be exported to provide them with 
the. silver. with which to pay for, their 
imports.

In conclusion, it impressed me in travelling’ 
through the couvtry, that the governor-gentral:

yours, instead of effecting a gradual reduction, 
which would have: given. opportunities to tha 
farmers gradually to replace their crops and 
possibly to meet some new demand,- One can 
sympathise with him in the contention that ten 
years is a long period involving many changes, 
and that half measures effect notbiog in China ; 
but, whilst he bas achieved-a great success 
to ridding large aress of the poppy, he has 
aroused, a bitter opposition'to the acti-cpium 
measures, and has reduced the west of the 
province to # state of poverty which must 
bave a marked effect on the trade of the 
next few years, Opium is the only product 
of the country for which thera is at pre- 
sent any considerable outside market, and 
without opium there is no Influx of silver 
with. which to purchags the raw cotton‘and 
yaro which is our pritelpal Import, and on 
which’ the people depend ‘for their clothes, 
Thousaods. of farmers’ bave been suddenly 
deprived of their main winter's crop, and the: 
fact we have escaped serious trouble’ bears the 
highest tribute to the law-abidiog qualities of 
the people of Yanan. One other point strikes 
me ‘as worthy of comment in reviewing the 
progress that has been mede in dealing with 
the opium crops; I refer ta the wonderfal 
power which cambe wielded by a sincere and 
effective Imperial decree even in the most 
inaccessible circuit of this remote province of 
the Empire. ‘ .
